formed themselves into a society for 
the purpose of principally doing, by 
union, all that is possible to carry the 
addition to the State Constitution a 
clause by which women may be allowed 
to vote at any State, county or city- 
election, that is, to have equal privil­ 
eges with man as far as voting is con­ 
cerned, held their monthly meeting in 
' S'.iles Hall yesterday afternoon. 


While the attendance was not very 
large there were a good number 
pres 
ent. 
Outside of routine business the 
society listened attentively to a home 
like talk from Professor Phlem. 
T h e 
idea was for him to tell the ladies about 
what they actually wanted, and the 


way to get the information. 
H e said 
that it was not the remedies for munic­ 
ipal 
government 
which was desired 
first. 
It was the knowledge of what 
a government of that kind is, and what 
it should be. 
For the information of 
his hearers he gave a glance at the 


way cities were ruled in Europe where 
the socialistic plan prevails to a con 
siderable extent, and thought much 
might be learned by reading of works 
•which' treated upon this subject. 
Civil 
service prevails there to quite an ex 
tent, and by this good government was 
obtained. 
T h e books which he pre­ 
ferred 
which contained the best in­ 
formation for present use, were Albert 


H. Shaw's works (2 volumes) on mun 
icipal government, and another by Pro­ 
fessor Goodenough. 


Although much work had been done 
in the way of reform previous to 1882, 
it was that year that John Bright, mem­ 
ber of the English Parliament, com­ 
menced to bring his ideas of a reform 
in government 
before the world, and 
there was a new and fresh 
beginning 


of the good work. 
Pretty much of all 
the matter previous to that would not 
give good returns by looking into it. 


The 
talk was quite instructive, and 
will enable the ladies to find a starting 
point, a f l ^ l s o see the guiding 
points 
shown b7*8rofessor Phlem. 


A vote of thanks was given to the 
Professor, which ho received with a 
great deal of modesty.
